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Bloc Rule In The U.N. 
TT WILL BE more significant in the long run 


that the Korea incident developed an Asi- 


atic bloc within the United Nations than that 
the bloc was overruled in a showdown vote on 
the U.S. resolution naming Communist China 
an aggressor. 


The Asiatic bloc, with India as its leader, -was 


able to get sympathetic attention for its posi- 
tion from many western governments whicn, 
nevertheless, decided to stick with the United 
States in the showdown on the moral principle 
involved in the resolution.' 


That was the principle that if Communist 


China had been in fact an aggressor in Korea, 
as it clearly was, the fact should be recognized. 


But opposed to the moral principle, as it was 


defined under the United Nations charter, was 
a practical circumstance as defined within the 
tradition of diplomacy. This circumstance was 
the fact that Asiatic pride was concerned. In- 
dia's spokesman warned that Communist China 
would be alienated further by adoption of the 
resolution; that the only hope of averting full- 
scale war with China was contained in a policy 
of conciliation. 


It was to be expected that the British, with 


their long experience in dealing with the Ori- 
ental mind, would see merit in diplomatic tra- 
dition. For the British above all other nation- 
alities it has been a shock to realize that the 
Soviet Union has established itself as a major 
Asiatic power through its alliance with Peiping. 


The 19th Year 
/-\NE SUBSTANTIAL result of congressional 
^^ hearings on the minimum draft age is to 
make it plain that splitting hairs over a matter 
of months in the minimum age for draftees is 
futile. 


The Department of Defense wants authority 


to draft youths at the age of 18. What it actu- 
ally wants, according to Anna M. Rosenberg, 
assistant secretary for manpower and person- 
nell, is authority to draft young men in the 
year between their 18th and 19th birthdays. 


It would use this authority by degrees. Be- 


ginning with registrants who were 18 "years 
and 11 months old, it would work down through 
the list until it had obtained the total number 
of draftees needed to bring the military forces 
up to the level needed—about 3,500,000 men. 
Mrs. Rosenberg believes the youngest draftees 
probably would be 18 years and six months old. 


Critics who have been complaining that 


drafting 18-year-olds is inexcusable, but who 
appear to believe that 19-year-olds are sufli- 
ciently mature to withstand the rigors of mili- 
tary life, must explain what the real difference 
}s between one youth who is within a month 
or several months of being 19 and another who 
has just passed his 19th birthday.

Here's,An Interesting Issue To Ponder 


W 


HOEVER 
PREPARED the 


brief for the Gretna and low- 


er coast radio and broadcasting 
company of Gretna, Louisiana, is 
a very smart citizen. 


He raised an issue with the 


Federal Communications C o m- 
mission that might have been and 
still can be raised with every 
agency of government. 


It is the right of an American 


to do business with Americans 
when he deals with his govern- 
ment. These are the words in the 
brief: 


"Every American is entitled to 


have his business with the federal 
government attended to by per- 
sons who are not Communists, 
who are riot Communist sympa- 
thizers and who are not suspect- 
ed of being such." 


It is difficult to find anything 


wrong with this contention. When 
an American goes into an Ameri- 
can court, he expects an Ameri- 
can judge. By that he means one 
who knows no master, who abides 
by the laws of the land, who be- 
lieves in the jury system and 
who is mindful of his oath to up- 
hold and maintain the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


When an American deals with 


the State Department, he expects 
to find an American there who 
is not pro-British, not pro-Rus- 
sian, not pro-Chinese, not pro- 
anything but the United States 
of America. He has a right to ex- 
pect that. He has a right to de- 
mand that. 


THIS GRETNA brief only em- 


phasizes Communists, but 
we 


need to go further than that. I 
have been meeting Americans 
who love England more than the 
British do. When it comes to Eng- 
land, they act as though the Unit- 
ed States were a dominion of the 
commonwealth. Some of them act 
like the colonials I used to meet 
at Hong Kong who when they 
spoke of "home" developed an in- 
tense emotionalism. 


I often used to wish that Amer- 


icans would think of their own 
country as "home". But I am 
meeting 
Americans here 
who 


double up with paroxysms of loy- 
alty when they refer to a coun- 
try from which this nation has 
been separated for 174 years. 
Perhaps it is the yearning for an 
ancient bourne, but it looks more 
like social snobbery. . 


So, they became protagonists of 


a pro-British attitude and use it 
for all they are worth. They want 
our government to subvert itself 
into an agency of British policy. 


So far as I am concerned, it

We have had too 
many world planners, globalists, 
pro-thisers and thaters in our 
government; too many who find 
the grass greener elsewhere than 
right here. 


THIS DOES not mean isola- 


tionism. It does mean ordinary 
downright loyalty. It is the sim- 
ple rule of community of kind, oJ 
belonging, of assuming obliga- 
tions and responsibilities for your 
own people, your own family 
your own kind. 


That is all there is to it. There 


is nothing more than the simple 
rule of life that men who stand 
together find the best formula 
for 
building 
and maintaining 


their world together. 


Patriotism is not a myth nor a 


superstition, nor an old fogey 
idea. It is loyalty. It is loyalty to 
country. It is loyalty to its ideas 
and traditions. It has nothing to 
do with the deification of a poli- 
tician or the garnering of votes 
It transcends both these triviali- 
ties. 


Men who suffer from disloyal- 


ties or divided loyalties are un- 
fit to function inside the govern- 
ment because their schizophreni 
mentalities prevent them from 
focusing upon the needs of their 
own country. It is even as Cor- 
delia says to her father in KSn 
Lear: 


"Why 
have my sisters hus- 


bands, if they say 


They love you all? 
Haply, 


when I shall wed,

be, are now stuck with the high- 
est prices and the steepest cost- 
of-Hving index in the nation's 
history. 


I expect the resulting situation 


is what is meant by the high- 
falutm' phrase "cosmic joke". But 
I am laughing out of the other 
side of my mouth. I will thank 
these cosmic jokers in Washing- 
ton not to do me any future fav- 
ors on this same basis or I shall 
run clean out of patience. 


I already have run out of 


money or any reasonable fac- 
simile. Ran out of that back 
around Oct. 25-26, 1950, after the 
price of fat back and side meat 
went up 65 per cent in three 
months. 


THE IDEA that the rollback of 


wages and prices is any check to 
inflation is to belly-laugh. Talk 
of inflationary controls in the day 
of the 33-cent dollar and the 
$1.75-a-pound sirloin is irrele- 
vant, immaterial and cynical.

cried with shock and horror, as 
housewives h a v e grabbed off 
sheets, towels, blankets, shoes 
and gloves and Joe Doe has 
blown his dough on automobiles, 
tractors, deep freezers and elec- 
tric razors. 


Hoarding, my eye! As an econ- 


omist, I am no threat to the ad- 
ministration's wonder boy, Leon 
Keyserling, or to the late Lord 
Keynes. But as a housewife, I 
will give them cards and spades, 
big and little casino and still win 
in a walk. 


IT IS my theory that men and 


women have been shelling out 
their money for household goods 
not in panic buying to hoard 
against the possibility of another 


war but in honest terror that the 
money that will buy six sheets 
and one lawnmower today will 
only buy three sheets, and. pos- 
sibly a rotary 
eggbeater, 
six 


months from now. 


People are not hoarding 
in 


mean preparation for World War 
III, but are trying desperately to 
acquire a little backlog of sup- 
plies while the 33-cent dollar is 
still worth 33 cents and before it 
takes a quick toboggan to 25. 


The woman who has learnec 


that the money that will buy four 
bath towels today will only buy 
2 2 bath towels six months from 
now isn't going to be easy to 
shoo out of the bargain basemen 
in these times. And that goes for 
her old man, who has learnec 
that the $1.95 white shirt of 1939 
is now selling for $6.25, take it or 
leave it. 
The experts who have let in- 


flation rip for more than a decade 
shouldn't be shocked now if peo- 
ple are trying to squeeze a little 
value and goods out of their 
dough before it is debased still 
further. 


We have all learned the hare 


way that a wallet in 1951 is just 
some place in which to keep the 
aspirin.

When we of the western world 


speak of another global 
war, 


probably most of us instinctively 
have in mind a conflict starting 
in western Europe. That's natural, 
because it's where the last two 
were touched off—and because 
Europe is closer to us than East- 
ern Asia. 


But our world is like a bomb 


with many fuses. It can explode 
whichever fuse is fully lighted. 


The trend of events has made 


it quite clear that the Korean 
war wasn't a spontaneous affair, 
but was the outgrowth of a de- 
liberate plan. The Communist 
North Koreans launched it by in- 
vading independent South Korea. 


United Nations intervention to 


halt this attack was followed by 
the appearance of "Chinese vol- 
unteer" troops from Manchuria 
and China proper. Red Peiping's 
subsequent assumption of spokes- 
manship for these "volunteers" 
and North Koreans has made it 
obvious 
that 
Moscow - backed 


China is behind the Korean up- 
heaval. 


When we further take into con- 


sideration Red China's activities 
against French Indo-China, Tibet 
and other eastern countries, we 
get a picture of an Asia across 
which the Bolshevist revolution 
is spreading. All this is being en- 
gineered by Communist China, in 
collaboration with Moscow. 


And why should communism 


choose Asia as the theater for the 
first outbreak of "hot war"? Be- 
cause that is the theater in which 
the Bolshevists can whittle Amer- 
ica and other western Allies mili- 
tarily and economically -without 
actually precipitating a world war 
at the outset. 


How long this whittling process 


will continue in Asia is anybody's 
guess.

Heavy Income Tax 
Results In 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 


The government's income topped j 
its spending by $7,113,499 for the} 
period from last July 1 through 
Jan. 28. That covers nearly seven 
lull months of this fiscal year. 


This "surplus", .despite costs of 


the fighting in Korea, was dis- 
closed yesterday in a treasury 
report. 


By comparison, the government 


was $3,131,551,428 in the hole on 
its fiscal year's operations at this 
time last year. 


This year's surplus promises to 


be as short-lived as it is unusual. 
The chief reason for it is heavy 
receipts from quarterly income 
tax payments that were due Jan. 
15. These payments caused a sea- 
sonal spurt in the revenue col- 
umn, pushing income temporarily 
above outlays. 


With revenue receipts dropping 


to a slower pace and with spend- 
ing picking up steadily, the gov- 
ernment expects to slip $2,700,- 
000,000 into the hole by the end 
of this fiscal year next June 30 
President Truman made that esti- 
mate recently. 


That would still be better than 


the $3,100,000,000 deficit recorded 
at the end of last fiscal year and 
immensely belter than the $16,- 
500,000,000 deficit predicted for 
the next fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, unless taxes are boosted 
sharply.

gether. On a scale unprecedented 
in the nation's history, religious 
bodies have pooled their forces 
for common goals. 


The pattern is writing an end 


to the old days of feuding and 
sharp rivalry among separate de- 
nominations. Teamwork is the 
swelling theme. 


"Co-operation among churches 


now unquestionably is at its 
greatest peak yet," says Episcopal 
Bishop Henry Knox Sherrill, 
president of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in the 
USA. 


Shaken by the materialism of a 


peril-buffeted world, the church- 
es have tightened ranks in seek- 
ing to fill the spiritual gap. 


The movement marks a new 


stage of maturity in the some- 
times helter-skelter religious life 
of America. 


Its roots trace back to the early 


part of the century, but only in 
recent years has it gained momen- 
tum and widespread impact. 


"The efforts of foresighted men 


of a generation ago are now com- 


ing to fruition," one church leader 
said. "It has taken a generation 
for these prophets to be heard." 


THERE STILL are points of 


sectarian tension—usually arising 
from differences on isolated issues 
or doctrinal emphasis. 


But the general, over-all direc- 


tion for the majority of U.S. 
churches is toward more unified 
effort and co-operation. 


The "age of consolidation" is 


what some churchmen call it. 
Among religious scholars, it's 
known as the "ecumenical move- 
ment". 


It has brought the complete 


merging of several major Protest- 
ant groups. 
More significantly, 


it has given rise to church fed- 
erations dedicated to broad joint 
programs. 


Chief of these is the new na- 


tional council, launched at the 
start of 1951 as the nation entered 
the second half of the 20th cen- 
tury. 


Analysts call this the most im- 


portant religious event since the 
reformation of the 1500's in Eu- 
rope. 


The council includes 29 denomi- 


nations—25 Protestant and 'four 
eastern orthodox—with nearly 32 
million members and 11 previous- 
ly separate interdenominational 
agencies. 


"In the providence of God," the 


preamble of the council's consti- 
tution begins, "the time has come 
when it seems fitting more fully 
to manifest the essential oneness 
of the Christian churches of the 
United States" 


The alliance gives a majority 


segment of American religious ad- 
herents a unified voice and the 
increased strength of collective 
prestige. It also combines their 
support behind a broad program 
of education, missionary work, 
service and toward guiding the 


ethics of society. 


"Christianity—the cement that 


has held our social order together 
—is building a mutual rampart," 
says Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
the council's top administrative 
officer. "But we still know that 
the basic thing is where it has 
always been—in the heart of the 
individual." 


GOVERNING policies of the 


council safeguard the right of 
member bodies to worship as 
they please. There is no control 
over denominational organization, 
doctrine or customs. 


"Co-operation with freedom" is 


the watchword. 


While the council specifically 


does not foster organic unions, its 
development has come hand-in- 
hand with a growing tendency 
toward such mergers. 


In the last 40 years, 14 major 


church unions have occurred, in- 
volving 29 previously separate 
denominations. Although numer- 
ous small sects have sprung up 
during the time, they represent a 
relatively small fragment of the 
over-all picture. 


Possibilities of mergers involv- 


ing a dozen other church bodies 
are in the wind. 


Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of 


the Methodist church — largest 
united Protestant body in the na- 
tion—phrased the idea this way: 
:The identities that unite are 
more significant than the differ- 
ences that divide." 


Other key signs that mark the 


growing trend 
toward 
united 


church action follow: 


Wn eight years, the number of 


states, cities and counties with 
interfaith councils has tripled. 
There were 336 of them in 1942. 
Now the figure is nearing 1,000. 


^Community churches, without 


denominational ties, have blos- 
somed across the nation, and now 
number more than 3,000.

An increased proportion of

2 Car Plates 
Seem Likely 


Measure Approved 


- By Ohio House Unit 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 31 (AP)—It 


looks more and more like you're 
going to have two license plates 
on your car after next April 1. 


But you may have to make 


them last for three—maybe four 
—years. 


The highway committee of the 


Ohio House of 
Representatives 


last night recommended passage, 
18 to 4, of a Senate bill provid- 
ing for use of 1951 auto tags 
through 1954 if need be. 


Under the bill you would get 


windshield stickers in ld52 and 
the years after to show you had 
paid your license fees. A similar 
system was in effect in 1943 and 
1944 during the steel-short war 
years. The stickers would be the 
same as then. 


The idea behind the extention 


of life for the 1951 tags is to con- 
serve steel for the nation's de- 
fense effort. 


The House committee, before 


finally recommending the two- 
tag bill, was almost evenly di- 
vided between it and a Democrat- 
sponsored substitute which would 
have put Ohio's license system on 
a one-tag basis. Under the sub- 
stitute provision, one tag would 
have been to last as long as pos- 
sible. After it was worn out, the 
second tag would have been is- 
sued—possibly making the 1951 
set last as long as eight years. 


The Republican majority killed 


the substitute proposal. The vote 
was 12 to 10, with three Republi- 


cans joining the Democrat min- 
ority. 


The measure now goes to the 


House floor where it can be 
amended, but probably won't.

Growth Of Program 
Outlined By Lower In 
Exchange Club Talk 


The varied activity of the Ag- 


ricultural Extension Service was 
explained to the Exchange Club 
Tuesday afternoon at the Mary 
Patterson Memorial by 
Floyd 


Lower, who has served as Colum- 
biana county agent for 26. years. 


Mr. Lower traced the growth 


of the movement, which spread 
throughout the United States and 
now is being studied by other 
countries. 


Congress passed the Smith La- 


bor Act in 1914, providing funds 
for land grant colleges to start 
agricultural extension work. 


The program chiefly is educa- 


tional and is administered by Col- 
lege of Agriculture officials at 
Ohio State University. It is di- 
rected through advisory commit- 
tees. 


Salaries of the staff are pro- 


vided through federal and state 
funds with the county commis- 
sioners paying office expenses. 


The 4-H Club work is one of 


the most important phases of the 
program, Mr. Lower said. Last 
year there were 80 clubs in the 


county with 1,424 members—two- 
thirds girls. 


Columbiana ranks among the 


top five in the state in member- 
ship, he pointed out. 


The agricultural work is divid- 


ed into many phases, such as live- 
stock, crops, poultry, farm ma-, 
chinery and buildings. 


Last year the office tested 25 


varieties of hybrid corn to deter- 
mine which is the most suitable 
for the county. Tests also were 
made of tomatoes, potatoes and 
sweet corn. 


Tours and field meetings are 


held so farmers can observe tlie 
test plots and see the work of 
other farmers. 


The county has one of the first 


soil conservation districts in the 
state, and about 500 farms now 
work under conservation plans. 
There are 20 experimental farms 
for various conservation prac- 
tices. 


The program aims not only to 


improve farm income through 
better practices, but family living 
as well. 


Mr. Lower was introduced by 


Martin Gluchow, president. Bert

States policy which would permit 
limited use-of Chinese Nationalist 
resources against the Communists. 


Serious consideration, it was 


learned, is being given to encour- 
aging and assisting the operations 
of anti-Communist guerrillas on 
the Chinese mainland as one 
means of diverting Communist 
strength which might otherwise 
be employed against Korea or 
Indo-China. 


Officials said three questions 


had to be answered before any 


final decision on action: (1) Ho 
effective and determined are th 
guerrilla forces? (2) Are the 
loyal to Nationalist Generalissim 
Chiang Kai-shek, as the Nation 
alists assert? (3) Would arms an 
equipment furnished to them defi 
nitely be used against the Com 
munists and not allowed to fa 
into Red hands?

County Road In State 
Construction Program 


Ohio's 1951 highway and bridge 


construction program will be 
geared to the national defense ef- 
fort. 


Director T. J. Kauer of the 


State Highway Department said 
Tuesday at Columbus only those 
roads and bridges vital to defense 
will be in the program, which 
will cost an estimated 40 to 50 
million dollars. 


This money will be used on 


about 1,200 miles of roads in the 
inter-state system and from 3,000 
to 4,000 miles of other roads. 


There will be no money for the 


12,800 miles of other roads in the 
state, Mr. Kauer said. 


The interstate system includes 


U. S. Highways 40, 25, 20, 42 and 
21; State Route 18 between Nor- 
walk, Akron and Youngstown; 
State Route 8 between Canton 
and Akron, and State Route 14 
between East Palestine and Ra- 
venna.
